KILLED, ONE BADLEY SCALDED, 
Two OTHERS BURNED.—We men- 
tioned in our Thursday’s issue the 
accident that occurred on Wednes- 
day last, by which Engineer Wm. 
R. Blake, of the North Carolina 
Railroad was severely scalded. We 
were unable to obtain particulars of 
the accident until yesterday, the 
western wire being in twain. It 
seems that Mr. Blake, the engineer 


of the material train, left Greensboro. 


for Company Shops with his engine 
and tender only, upon which was his 
fireman, another engineer, Mr, 
Witherspoon, and Mr. Womble, a 


clerk in the railroad warehouse at. 


Greensboro, formerly of Richmond, 
Va. The engine was running rapid- 


ly with the tender in front, when or | 


approaching Gibsonville one of the 
atles of the tender broke aud the 
latter plunged to one side of the road 
and the engine plunged to the other. 

Mr. Womble was instantly killed, 
Mr. Blake severely scalded, and Mr. 
Witherspoon and the fireman slight- 
ly scalded.

EIGHTY-FOUHRT DAY.

{r. Morehead objected to the Legis- 
Jature being made the eat’s paw for 
the conflicting railway interests, and 
asked to know what were the charges 
against the lessees of the N. C. R. 
R., and who it was made these 
charges. He certainly was not the 
champion of the R. & D. BR. R., but 
he did not want the General Assem- 
bly called upon to tell the Attorney 
General what was already his duty. 

Mr. Graham, Chairman of the 
Committee on Railroads, hoped the 
resolution would pass, 

The lessess of the N. C. R. R., had 
failed to keep the road up, and he 
demanded in the name of the dearest 
interests of North Carolina that this 
State take every step in its favor to 
thwart the ends of those foreign cor- 
porations who were seeking to des- 
troy the railroad interests of this 
State, and he wanted to see North 
Carolina put its foot on all such at- 
tem pts. 

Mr. Busbee could see no objection 
to the investigation asked. If no 
breach of the contract had been 
made no harm could come to any 
one. It was his opinion North Car- 
olina had been swindled by the pariy 
leasing the road, and the matter 
should be investigated.

How were these hands gathered 
up so opportnnely, unless by pre- 
vious intimation of a favorable deci- 
sion in the case ? 

Certainly, if the Legislature had 
been so well informed, the law en- 
acted by it, would have kept pace 
with the decision. 


CONTEMPT OF EA, 

There never has been in the Stat 
of North Carolina since it had a sct- 
tled government such open defiance 
and wanton contempt of law as has 
been and is still exhibited in this 
change of gauge matter. The in- 
tention of the Legislature was no 
secret. The passage of the bill 
in the Senate preventing the change 
by @ unanimous vote made it cer- 
tain that it would pass the House 
by the like unanimity left no doubt 
as to the intention of the General 
Assembly. The cutting of the tele- 
graph wire between the Shops and 
Greensboro, and the convenient ex- 
ease of a break in the road bya 
freshet on a day when there wcas ro 
rain, cannot supply the plea of 
ignorance. But even supposing tlic 
work was begun in ignorance, it 
was not so continued. Full :nfor- 
mation was telegraphed to Chor- 
lotte via Wilmington, and is known 
to have reached its destined hands, 
Yet after it was received, the work 
of demolition was continued unti! 
Wednesday night, two days after it 
was known to have been unlawful. 

We are glad to learn that Gov. 
Brogden has taken some steps to 
vindicate the rights and dignity of 
the State. 

There is a® mystery in the exact 
corresponce of the action of the 
Supreme Court and the prescnee of 
Col. Buford in Raleigh on the day 
the decision wasrendered. No cne 
here has seemed to be aware that 
thecase wasup. Col. Buford came 
here on Saturday morning. On 
Saturday night 500 hands were 
ready to go to work, and did go to 
work on Sunday morning. How 
could that number have been gath- 
ered in this State in so short a tiine 
without previous understanding? 
And what was the basis of that un- 
derstanding ? 

THE PASSAGE OF THE CONe 
VENTION BILL. 

If we were to give full vent to our 
feelings, they would express un- 
bounded exuiltation at the success 
of a measure which step by step has 
gained ground, gradually worked 
its way into favor, and finally 
triumphed over an opposition al- 
ways formidable because always so 
much to be respected. We might 
feel just pride in the establishment 
of our own positions and the vindi- 
cation of ourown judgment, did we 
not remember how fallible is all 
human judgment and that a measure 
is only to be judged by its fruits. 
Feeling the weight of the responsi- 
bility which the party has assumed, 
we forbear all boastfulness, and ex- 
press only so much satisfaction as is 
allowable. 

That the Conservative party has 
done a wise thing, and a patriotic 
thing, we do not for a moment 
doubt. It had the imperative duty 
forced upon it to use the power for- 
tunately thrown into its hands. It 
had come into their power with the 
understanding, more expressed than 
implied, that it would do this very 
thing. The very crigin of the pre- 
sent Constitution was a sufficient 
cause for its overthrow by a people 
restored to their unfettered freedom 
of action. Its defects long azo en- 
sured itscondemnation. Itsincom- 
patibility with the habits of the peo- 
ple forbid all attachments to it. It 
has existed a tolerated curse, be- 
cause a change in it was considered 
offensive to our rulers, threatened 
damage to special interests at home, 
and perhaps more than all, to the 
conservative character of the people 
of North Carolina,adverse to change,

and willing to submit to much evil 
imposed under the forms of Jaw, 
rather than subject themselves to 
the reproach of fickleness or the 
importations of disaffection. 

The Democratic party has in- 
earred much censure for the posi- 
tion it took, asa party, upon this 
question, here at home as well as 
abroad—-at home reproached with 
causelesely disturbing the tranquil 
current of events, and obtruding 
needlessly upon the minds of men 
fvesh eauses of discontent, or un- 
necessary causes of excitement. 
Abroad, ifs action has been miscon- 
sirued into hostility to the General 
Government, and opposition to its 
favorite schemes and settied plans. 

To the first, it is only necessary 
to answer that a recurrence to fun- 
damental principles in this case was 
absolutely necessary. If it does in- 
volve confusion and inconvenience 
to pull down an edifice that is full 
of deeay that is unsound and unsafe, 
it is better to pull down and re-build 
thoroughly and safely, than to go 
on living in that which demands 
continual repairs, and which in 
time becomes an undistinguishable 
priee of patchwork. This was 
eminently the ease with the Canby 
Constitution, and so admitted by 
all parties. Few had the indepen- 
denee like Mr. Cantwell, in the Sen- 
ate,or Mr. Candler, in the House, 
to act upon their own convictions. 
ut even these gentlemen suffer 
nothing with their own party, for in 
its ecouscience, it knows that they 
are right. 

And with reference to censures 
from abroad, the Demotratic party 
has only to point to the guards it 
bas thrown around, and the restric- 
tions imposed upon, the Convention, 
as a full answer. All the new 
amendments to the Constitution 
fully recognized and pledged to in- 
violability ; the rights and privi- 
leces of the colored people guaran- 
teed, the right of suifrage secured to 
all, no property cr educational quali- 
ications for voting required; these 
and other restrictions,skow the layal 
character of the movement, while 
in the determination to retain of 
the present Constitution all that is 
eood, the conservative spirit of the 
people of North Carelina is mani- 
fested threugh the Conservative 
party, its true exponent. 

We tender our heartfelt congrat- 
uiations to ihe people of the State 
for the happy issue of the work of 
Thursday, believing it will result in 
immeasurable good, and the restor- 
ation of a long absent prosperity. 

to three gentlemen, one at pres- 
ent a Republican, Mr. Candler, and 
to Messrs. Glenn and Foote, lately 
acting with that party, is due the 
passage of the Convention Bill. 
The absence of Messrs. Jetton and 
Moffett, the death of Mr. Ballard, 
and the adverse vote of Mr. Men- 
denhall, of Guilford, left the Dem- 
oeratie party without a constitution- 
al majority. These gentlemen rose 
superior to present or past party 
restraint, and threw themselves 
into the breach, and saved the day. 
Their action restored confidence and 
ensured victory. 

Their independence is a proof 
that the call of a Convention can- 
not be considered a party scheme 
for party purposes, but in which 
candid minds be good to both par- 
ties, Democratic and Republican 
alike.
